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rpHE  pageant  of  color  is  at  hand.  After  a  good 
comfortable  rest  in  a  mild  winter,  the  iris 
have  dressed  themselves  in  graceful  foliage  of 
varying  shades  of  green  and  are  about  ready  to 
come  trooping  through  the  garden  displaying 
every  combination  of  the  rainbow’s  hues — a  regal 
company  achieving  a  riot  of  color  for  a  stretch 
of  three  months. 

And  here  is  a  list  of  fine  varieties  from  which 
the  enthusiast  may  make  his  selections — a  pallete 
of  many  pigments  with  which  the  artist  may 
paint  the  garden  picture. 

The  varieties  are  listed  alphabetically  for  quick 
reference. 

After  each  variety  is  given  its  official  rating 
made  by  the  American  Iris  Society,  on  the  scale 
of  100.  First  is  given  the  exhibition  rating — the 
score  of  the  variety  as  a  specimen  flower.  Second 
is  given  its  garden  rating — its  value  in  the  land¬ 
scape.  Many  of  the  newer  varieties  have  not  yet 
been  judged. 

The  list  offers  no  variety  with  a  rating  under  80. 

Then  is  given  the  originator  of  the  variety,  the 
following  abbreviations  being  used:  Gey.,  Gey- 
lenkek;  Gros.,  Groschner;  G.  &  K.,  Goos  &  Koene- 
mann;  Lem.,  Lemon;  Mit.,  Mitchel;  Mor.,  Morri¬ 
son;  Sturt.,  Sturtevant;  Verd.,  Verdier;  Vilm., 
Vilmorin;  Wmson.,  Williamson.
